being killed and hundreds wounded. 
Altogether 6.000 Nationalist troops 
and considerable

captured by the "Ironside" troops.

airplanes pressed on against the 
rebel General Chang Fah-Kwei, com- 
mander of the 
redoubtable "Iron- 


sides" of the Fourth Cantonese divi- 
sion. 


Having refused to obey an order 


to move his command from Ichang 
Into Shantung 
province, General 


Chanff is reported 
to have crossed 


the Yangtse and to be marching to- 
ward Kwangsi to join other disaffect-

President Chiang Kai-Shek's im- 


mediate objective is to insure 
the 


safety of Canton, where it is said 
the rich commercial center is in an 
uproar at the prospect, of another 
phase of Chinese civil strife. Chang 
Fah-Kwei Is credited with the desire 
to oust President Chiang Kai-Shek 
and place the 
left wing of

Kuominatang In power. 


GREAT BRITAIN READY 


TO RATIFY ARMS CODE 


Geneva —UP)— The British gov- 


ernment is ready to ratify the inter- 
national convention for the regula- 
tion of traffic in arms. Lord Robert 
Cecil announced today to the assem- 
bly of the league of nations. 
• Ratification, he added, 
probably 


would be accompanied by a condition 
that Great Britain's adhesion to the 
agreement would become effective 
only when other arms manufacturing 
countries subscribed to the 
same 


treaty.

injury, although the front port of the 
coach was crushed. The motorman, 
J. E. Van Sickle. Chicago, realizing 
a crabh was inevitable, set the emerg- 
ency brakes and jumped back Into 
tho car from the vestibule a moment 
before tho Impact. 


The driver of the truck. Edward 


Behm, 24, 'Waukegan. jumped from 
tho truck when he saw tho train 
bearing down on him. The truck was 
demolished. The train left Milwau- 
ken nt 10 o'clock a. n;. 


Behm said he did not sec tho train 


until It was only a few hundred feet 
from him and likewise Van Sickle de- 
clared he did not see the* truck until 
he was almost upon it.

PROHIBITION IN WASHINGTON;- 


Senator Howell of Nebraska com- 


plained in the senate the other, day'4hat. 
prohibition was not being enforced in 


, Washington. He insisted that it.could 


be enforced if the. president demanded 
it. Senator Howell had his way of go- 
ing about it, which .was.to threaten-to 
employ secret service men 'to hunt out •' 
the violators and to tell the enforce- 
ment officials that-if the secret service 
men got the violators before' they 'did ' 
they would be discharged. 


There,is even a more thorough way,;.-, 


than this. It is simply for the president •• 
to tell the department in charge of en- 
forcement that the prohibition enforce- 
ment law must be obeyed in Washing- 
ton and the District of Columbia, and 
to use all the resources of 'the govern- 
ment to see that it is obeyed. The gov- 
ernment has ample power at its-com- 
mand, to clean up that small area and 
make it bone dry. 
,, We have long, insisted that .this 
should^be the first step of federal pol- 
icy under the eighteenth amendment, 
ahd that until it becomes so in fact and.' 
the District of Columbia is cleaned up, •• 
every other section • of the- -United, 
States has a moral right to disregard 
prohibition and officials to make no ef- 
fort to enforce it. Not only are there no 
reasons why the .people;of -Washington . 
should be exempt .""froiri.provisions of 
ijhe Volstead act; but' there is every : 


reason why 'they should .be'-particularly 
Subject to them. , The seat of govern- 
<ment is there, and lav/ enforcement 
ought'to begin there. 
' 
' 


• If the federal government radiates 
from its place of establishment favorit- 
ism, 
indifference'to law breaking and- 


actual protection of violators,'what can 
it expect from the rest of the .country?-' 
The primary duty of the government is 
to make Washington as dry as the Sa- 
hara desert. Not only would it cause 
many of the senators and congressmen 
who vote dry and drink wet to see: a 
great light, but it is absolutely essen- 
tial to any program of enforcement 
that can convince the country it is un- 
dertaken in good faith and vinvites pub- 
lic respect. 
\ President Hoover in reply to Senator 
Howell asks him to specify instances 
of violation. He assumes the senator 
would not make the charges he has un- 
less he had the evidence. The president 
seems to think the law is being obeyed 
in the District of Columbia. It, there- 
fore, becomes a question of fact and it 
is up to those who'deny what the presi- 
dent assumes to prove their case. 
When they do this it will thai be in- 
cumbent upon the government to act 
relentlessly.

LAND BANK FAILURES 


Senator Blease of South Carolina is 


asking for an investigation of the Fed-' 
eral Farm Lean system, inferring crim- 
inal negligence on the part of certain 
land bank officials. The functioning of 
the Federal Farm Loan, system would 
seem to be involved in scandal. There 
have been a number of failures of fed- 
eral land banks and it would be inter- 
e'sting to know just what the relations 
are between the farm loan bureau and 
the land banks. Senator Blease is Of the 
opinion that "public confidence has 
been destroyed in the Federal - Farm 
Loan system." He is anxious to know 
whether its administration has been 
'"free of political partisanship or crim- 
inal negligence." 


One of the things congress might 


well inquire into is the responsibility 
for failure of land banks, which threat- 
ens losses to both stock and bondholdr 
crs. The public was led to believe when 
these institutions were founded that, 
they were a part of a. federal set-up. 
||;. .Their securities were purchased on the 
^i assumption that there was some form 
^af federal guarantee back of it. Even if 
P( there wai not, there was the implied 


Tasstirance of federal supervision that 


•would be equivalent to protection 
against insolvency. 
" Whatever the facts, the public has 
been misled and it has. suffered losses 
as a consequence. 
The whole matter 


merits investigation and the scandal of 
land bank administration raises 
the 


question whether congress ought not 
to make good losses at least to bond- 
holders.' 


UNWARRANTED 
INTERFERENCE 


Federal Judge Kirkpatrick sitting in 


Pennsylvania has issued a restraining 
order forbidding the Amalgamated 
. Clothing Workers of America from or- 
ganizing, injhat statfe. Senator LaFol- 
lette^ asserts that ^thisjs ."a glaring ex-. 


- ample of the misuse of the injunction/' 
and he demands an'investigation. In 
this case the Sherman act was invoked 
on the theory that organization would 
be a combination in restraint^of inter- 
s\ate..or foreign commerce. 


Assuming that these are.the facts,, 


the court's order can "only be regarded 
as a dangerous and unwarranted exer- 
cise of federal^ "power against labor.. 
Any law'or any interpretation of a law' 
by a judge that denies the right of la- 
•'bor to organize and to call a strike is 
un-American and amounts to nullifica- 
tion of the bill of rights. By the same 
token it is a perversion of justice and 
of the constitution. 


We thought the rights of organized 


labor in this respect had become fully 
established and recognized. 
For a 


judge to go so far as to challenge them 
in this 'day and age is an astonishing 
usurpation of authority. As* a matter of 
fact, all of the judicial wrongs against 
labor in .the use of injunctions have 
been usurpations of ppSyer. 


The American Federation of Labor 


is sponsoring a bill to limit the power 
of injunctions in federal-courts, prohib- 
iting their use on the ground that a 
strike constitutes a conspiracy, or on 
the contention "-.tnat".';; organization of 
workers is to be construed as a combi- 
nation in restraint of trade. It also pro- 
.vides jury triaL.jfor persons: charged 
'^vith contempt. Certainly there'is need 
of legislation of this nature to restrict 
the use of injunctions. 


The right! of organization and of 


strikes is,an integral part; of American' 


,', institutions. Judges have g*btte too far 
^iti their "interference with> the-^right 
rlFhe pub'lic asks protection against; vio- 
-Iei»*r,£lfr<Sdestruction of life,jand.)?rop- 
ertyj but beyond that it wishes^'iaVbr to 
'ha&'a jfree hand in its controversies 
with capital and its efforti'to secure 
just treatment. As a matter ot-la'ctVthe 
strike is dying out for the reason em- 
ployers themselves have reached the 
conclusion that it is better to treat and 
deal :fairly with their employes'. Broad- 
ly speaking, the relationship between 
capital and labor has greatly improved . 
in recent years and is continuing to 
improve daily. 


WATCH THE LOBBIES 


It was Disclosed the other day in 


Washington, at a public hearing, that 
American shipbuilding concerns and 
allied interests raised a considerable 
fund to get through congress the 
Jones-White act, to taHe the govern- 
ment out of the shipping business. In- 
asmuch as" "slush fund", used by 
Washington correspondents in this 
case, is not exactly a nice expression, 
we might substitute 
"propaganda 


fund," or "educational fund for convinc- 
ing "congressmen and enlisting public. 
opinion." The effect is the same, what- 
ever the term. 


It is known that similar funds were 


available for use against armament re- 
duction and in support of a big navy, at 
a time when the government and pub- 
lic were interested in naval limitation. 
It is also known that large funds for 
persuasive and "educational" purposes 
are maintained by various, other big in- 
terests, and used as circumstances 
seem to require, to produce a ^proper 
. state of mind regarding public poli- 
cies. 
. 


It is not necessary to put the worst 


interpretation on these funds. But it is 
necessary to point out their danger. 
This seems to be an age of publicity 
and propaganda. Much of the propa- 
ganda is good; much of it is purely 
selfish. Wherefore it is extremely desir- 
able, in any given case affecting public 
interests, to know the spurce and the 
motive of the propaganda. 


Improper influence over public or 


legislative opinion may be, in effect, as 
bad as1 direct bribery. There-should be 
close public scrutiny-of the pow< 'ful 
lobbies maintained at Washington, and 
of their war chests.

cultural industry are its tradition, 
its cheapness, its availability and Its 


virtual mandatory uso as a substi- 
tute for water and milk, which In 
some'parts of the republic are almost 
unobtainable. It is consumed by mil- 
lions of Mexicans almost from birth, 
and frequently is given to infants as 
a substitute for milk. 


In alcoholic content pulque is com- 


parable with beer, although it has an 
entirely different appearance. It is a

areas." In order to receive such 
designation a county must have had 
ull of its herds ui cuuie vvtuvrcuiin 
tested "and the extent of tuberculosis 
among the cattle in tho county must 
not exceed five-tenths of 1 per cent. 
In all cases the cattle which react to 
the tuberculin test are removed and 
condemned for slaughter. The total 
of 787 counties represents a gain of 
219 counties in tho last 12 months. 
In addition to tlu> counties. 32 towns 
in tho State~of Vermont were desig- 
nated as modliled accredited areas in 
tho course of the year. 


Tho work of tuberculosis eradica- 


tion is now progressing favorably in 
about 500 additional counties, reports 
tho Bureau of Animal Industry of 
tho department. There Is a good de- 
mand for surplus dairy cattlfc from 
herds located within the 'modified 
areas and some of the packers tiro 
voluntarily paying a premium Of 10 
cents per hundred-weight for disease- 
freo hogs from such areas, provided 
they arc properly marked for Identi- 
fication by tatto marks and feeders 
of beef cattle appreciate the import- 
anco of obtaining cattlo freo from 
tuberculosis.

are most common in areas where the 
swine population is most dense and 
wh«r* pies hav» been produced for 
long periods of time.

Japan, Italy and France 


Likely to Benefit Through 
New Agreement 


Washington—(A*)—Any naval lim- 


itation agreement reached at the pro- 
jected London conference of the five 
leading naval powers very probably 
will accord to Japan, France and Ita- 
ly a greater ratio with respect to 
the United States and Great Britain 
in at least some of the categories of 
auxiliary craft than now exists with 
respect to capital ships and airplane 
carriers. 


"Whether this Increase in ratio will 


apply to the largest type of cruisers 
authorized -under the 
Washington 


crms treaty Js a question for the 
conference to decide, but Japan is 
expected 
to

France and Italy are expected to

While there is no official informa-

France now has a total 
cruiser tonnage of 139,000 standa.fi 
tons, including three ships under 
construction while Italy has 127,000 
standard tons, including six under 
construction.
